TOLD IN CELL. ROOM. 
Edward McCool's statement 


made at the county jail at mid- 
night as he sat on the edge ot 
his bed and aftei being told 
of the fact that McNelr would 
die was as follows.

Quiet Surrender. 


The surrender of McCool was very 


quietly done. It took place at police 
headquarters while the inteiest waa 
centered on the injuieed man, 


At the time it was not known who 


did the 
shooting. 
Desk

Arnoa Imboden was in the office at the 


a' sandwich 
time. 


McCool was eating 


Harris realised at first that Mr Mc- 
Nelr was badly 
hurt. The

"No, It is here I am shot," and with 


these woiils Jerked open his coat 
and showed the blood streaming from 
Ills shirt front 


He then fell forward on the floor 


and lay unconscious. 


The occupants of the house were 


greatly startled but at once telephon- 
ed for the police and the patrol wagon 
was hurried to the Scrlbner residence 
and Mr McNelr was taken to 
St. 


Mary's hospital and surgeons 
were 


summoned 


Heroic Measures. 


It took but a glance on the part of 


the surgeons to see that the 
wound- 


was probably a fatal one and that 
an operation was the only chance for 
saving a life aiid that probably the 
operation would result in death. 


As a heroic means the operation was 


decided upon. 


Four Shots. 


Pei sons in the neighboi hood, of the 


McNelr residence aaid that they heard 
fpui shots Mr. Harris and Miss Sorlb- 
nei both said that they were quite 
suie foui shots were fired, and they 
also heard Mr McNeir scream. 
just 


aftei the shots were fired and before 
he came to the Scribner house. 


Although four shots were fired Mc- 


Neir showed signs of but two wounds. 
McCool would not say whether or not 
McNeir did any shooting 
II he did 


McCool did not show any signs ol hav- 
ing been hit and if McCool flred four 
shots only two took effect on McNelr's 
body. 


McNelr was shot through the left 


hand 
That wound, however, was not 


serious 
The fatal wound was caused 


by a buHet which passed through the 
tipper part of tha body. The revolver 


sed was a, 32 caliber and the bullet 
ntered under the right nipple and 
assed through the body lodging Just 
bove the left hip

Another Scene. 


While the injuied man was 
being 


aken to the hospital and his welfare

the desk. 


"I am going to be locked up," he 


said, addressing his remark 
to Ser- 


geant Imboden 


Imboden is used to hearing 
such 


things and he 
looked 
up over his 


glasses and said. 


"What for'" 
"Well," said MxiCool, "I am Uhe man 


that shot W. G MoNeir. ^ 


With these words McCool reached in 


his pocket and took out a revolver. 


Officer Imboden at once realized the 


situation and grabbed the revolver and 
took it away from McCool in an In- 
stant. 
' 
It proved, however, that McCool did 


not mean to do anything 
desperate. 


He aimply wanted to hand over his 
gun and was ready to be locked up. 


He told the officers that ha 
had 


nothing to say, but later made a state- 
ment to a reporter lor the Herald. 


McCool was taken to the county Jail 


and was confined in the cell loom on 
the second floor. 
That was all there was to the arrest. 


There waa no chase lor the man nor 
excitement. 
McCool simply came to 


headquarters and quietly gave himself 


at this place for thero were 
cigar 


ashes on the floor and several cigar 
stubs fennd which would indicate that 
the man. bad remained in that place 
for some Ume awaiting the return of 
McNeir. 


The victim left his store about 10 80 


Alter closing he went dliectly to his 
home, little realizing the late that 
awaited -him. 


Said it Was Burglar. 


At the Seribner residence after he 


partially regained consciousness and 
belore being removed to the hospital 
McNelr told Mr "Harris that it was a 
burglar who had shot him and urged 
Mr. Harris to hurry to the house and 
prevent the burglar's escape. 


Later, however, when the 
dying 


statement was being made, McNelr 
said that he thought he recognized 
the man as McCool. 


He evidently did not know how bad- 


ly he had been hurt and thought that 
any scandal might be avoided. 


Shortly after the shooting a butch- 


er named Barbet saw a man running 
east on King street. 
This man was 


supposed to be McCool escaping Irom 
the place 


Mrs. McCool Out of City. 


A very sad feature about the shoot- 


Ing Is that Mrs McNelr, the wl(e ol the 
man who was shot, was not in the city 
at the time and she cannot possibly get 
here before 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
which will very likely be too late to 
see her husband before he dies. 


Friends of the family sent telegrams 


to Mrs. McNeir summoning her Imme- 
diately home. 
Up until an early hour 


this mornlpg no reply had been re- 
ceived, but it was thought that the 
messages probably reached Mrs. Mc- 
Nelr as It was known that she was 
visiting'at her parents' home In Engle-

about the affair and he was horrified 
at what had happened. 


Both Mr. Horrall and the brother 


were kept In ignorance of who had 
done the shooting until after they had 
been at the hospital for a time. They 
arrived when the dying statement was 
being taken antf were not admitted to 
the room at the time. 


When told that a burglar had not 


shot Mr. McNeir but that it was Mc- 
Cool who bad done t!>e deed Mr. Hortall 
e*presed some knowledge of HI feeling 
having existed.

lad lor $ year been generally regarded 
as a "marked man." 


I Various' plots to assassinate him had 
been repo'rted and; sworn to In affi- 
davits. 
For seVSnty-two days last 


alj he wa» a prisoner In his own home. 
TRe bitterness of the leud somewhat 
abated, however, and 
the 
election 


cases ware allowed to stop until Mon- 
day. 
Despite warnings Marcus felt

faction, ne hod been a friend of both 
factions. " l*Mr thrte months, begin- 
ning last Jnly. he did riot leave his 
home, and" alter that for months was 
always- fteelornpanltd by bis wile and 
women friedd*" or carried one of his 


Some time in 
car 
company 


brought its track down to the grade 
given it. 
The company now plaims 


that if it is compelled to change its 
grade and relay its track the same 
will In time settle and If done so near 
the time of paving the street It will 
have to be relaid which would entail 
a large expense to the company. 
It 


refuses therefor*1, to consider the re- 
grading and relaying of Jta tracks at 
the company's expense. 
Tho rep- 


resentative of the asphalt people like- 
wise objects to the changing of the 
grade at this time because the addi- 
tional expense Involved would neces- 
sitate an entire new contract and new 
guarantees. 
The city council has of 


course taken no action because It has 
as yet had no time to do so. 
It will 


readily be seen that the expense of the 
changes contemplated would fall on the 
city altogether. 
It is unfortunate that 


the conditions which have obtained and 
which are apparently so unsatisfactory 
were not anticipated In time to avoid 
them. 
It is unfortunate that in the 


minds of many the effect of these.con- 
dltlons Is Injurious to the university 
building in which our people have tak- 
en so much pride and contributed so 
much In monr>y to build. 
It Is un- 


fortunate that there seems no way now 
open to remedy the trouble 


But this may be said In fayor ot 


the university buildings. 
If the street 


Is 11 1-2 Inches lower than the base 
ol the building after the ground Is 
properly graded and sodded the ap- 
pearance will not be nearly so bad

STATUTE UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Same Court Olvee Decision In Rela* 


tlon to* the Lends of tb» Calumet 


Canal Company. 


Washington, May 4—The. 
United 


States supreme court In an opinion by 
Justice Brewer today in a ca*e in« 
vojvlng the validity ol section . 5507 
revised, statutes, reajpactlng the brlb- 
,jW at 'persons protected by the 1BO» 
amendment, affirmed the- decision oj 
the lower court declaring; the statutej 
tmconstltutlonut^ , Ttte' <H>««jidant wan 
inflicted lor bribing negro voter* In 
the congressional election! of the fifth, 
district ol Kentucky in 1900. He wa» 
arrested. 
He sued out a writ of 


.habeas corpus on the ground that the 
statute was In contravention of thw 
federal constitution.

THE LOCAL SALE OF POSTAGE STAMPS 


RUNS INTO THOUSANDS EACH MONTH. 


"Please give me a two cent stamp," 


says the young lady as she pushes two 
coppers under the glass of the stamp 
Window of the post office, receiving 
in. exchange a pretty red steel en- 
graving of George Washington which 
she quickly licks on the back and 
pastes on the coiner of an envelope. 


The young lady who* does this very 


thing does not realize several facts, 
among whidh that it is quite unbusl- 
ness like to lick a stamp on the back. 
In offices where many stamps are used 
no one ever licks the gum on the back 
Of it. 
A 
sponge is used for that 


purpose and when a 
sponge is not 


available the envelope is moistened and 
the stamp placed on it. The post office 
employes are never seen licking the 
back of a stamp and they will tell you 
never to fasten a stamp on a letter in 
that way. 


Tne young lady who buys the pic- 


ture of the father of tier country with 
such Unconcern does not realize that 
the two coppers she gives to th,e gov- 
ernment for the trouble of carrying 
her letter helps to make up about $70,- 
000 which is expended in the same way 
in Decatur each year. 


In other words every man, woman 


and child In the city of Decatur spends 
on an average of $3 50 a yeai for post- 
age. Sortie of couise spend less and 
some mUch more than that amount. 


To one who occasionally buys a 


two cent stamp the business of sell- 
ing then! does 
not 
seem to be a 


very great one but as a. matter of fact 
it is quite a big business- and one 
which, while the artldlc dealt in is 
small, means considerable work on the 
part of a good many persons. 


Laying aside all the trouble and 


•work the government has In designing 
ahd printing the stamps there is con- 
sl^erable formality which must be gone 
through at the locAl post office before 
the .stamps are sold by the stamp 
clerk. 
, The two-cent postage stamps come 
to the postmaster In packages which 
look like they might contain ordinary 
stationary nnd which could be sent to 
any part ot the country by express for 
25 cents, but which are worth Just $1,- 
000 each. A number of these packages 
come to the postmaster at a time and 
they are all pent by the government 
by registered mall. 


All of the postage stamps are put up 


in packages of 50,000 each. On the end 
of the package of two cent stamps 
is printed in red letters "50,006. Or- 
dinary 2 cent stamps." 


On opening one 
of the packages 


which are abopt ten inches long and 
eight Inches wide, it will be found that 
the 50,000 stamps arc divided by little 
slips of paper into five different parti 
of 10,000 each and each 10,000 IB di- 
vided at!!! again Into lots of 1,000 each, 
blta of paper 
showing 
the division 


point This arrangement allows the 
stamps to be counted quickly and pre- 
vents mistakes. 


All of the postage stamps come to 


tM postofflce done up in packages of 
thin kind, excepting those which are 
known' as book stamps. 


The latter are two cent stamps which 


come in little books convenient In size 
to fit the vest pocket and -which are a 
new feature Introduced during the past 
year or two. Little books containing 
twelve, stamps sell 
for twenty-five 


cents, books containing 24 stamp* sell 
for forty-nine cents and those con- 
taining forty-eight 
stamps sell for 


ninety-seven cents. 
The 
purchaser 


pays only one cent for the convenience 
of having the stamps In a little book 
which is handy to put in one's pocket. 
While the sale of these book stamps 
is not nearly as large as the loose 
stamps they are becoming very popu- 
lar. The sales at the Decatur postofflce 
during March of book stamps was as 
foaiows; Twelve 
stamp 
books, 126; 


twenty-four stamp books, ,64; forty- 
eight stamp books, 35. 


An account of the number of stamps 


sold at the post office Is Interesting. 
For the month of March for example 
the sales of 
each 
denomination of 


stamps was as follows: 


One cent stamps 63,322. 
Two cent stamps 170,310. 
Three cent stamps 366. 
Four cent stamps 1,643. 
Five cent stamps 2,906. 
Six cent stamps 179. 
Eight cent stamps 501. 
Ten cent stamps 580. 
Fifteen cent stamps, 89. 
Special delivery 866. 
It will be noticed that the sales of 


the two 
cent 
stamps 
double the 


amount of the sales of all the other 
denominations put together. In addi- 
tion to the sales 
of 
these stamps 


which aie known In the postofflce de- 
partment as regular stamps, the local 
post office sold 
1,026 
postage due 


stamps, which are placed on letters re- 
ceived here and which do not show a 
sufficient amount of postage. 


The postmaster is required to keep 


track of all the stamps he sells of the 
various denominations. A book made 
expressly for that purpose Is furnished 
him and shows the dally sales of each 
variety of stamps and still another 
book shows the total receipts for the 
day from the sale of stamps, as well 
as the^ total "receipts for the month, 
quarter and year all of which accounts 
are checked up by the auditor. 


There are 
several 
varieties of 


stamps which are not handled at this 
office. The fifty cent, »1, $2 and 
tft 


stamps are not sold in this office as 
there is no call for them. 


Besides the regular sales of stamps 


at the stamp window the post office 
has still another 
source of"revenue 


from postage. All second class mail 
matter, such as regularly published 
newspapers, is paid for by weight and 
many postal cards are fold. Tha latter 
are made in several different kinds but 
the most popular 
kind 
is the one 


knd&n as the McKlnley postal card. 


When stamps are needed at the De- 


catur postofflce the postmaster makes a 
requisition upon the government He 
usually asks 
for 
300,000 
two cent 


stamps, , 150,000 one cent stamps and 
the other denominations In propor- 
tion to the demand. 


The post office still offers another 


style of postage stamps, those which 
are printed on envelopes. This kind 
Is quite convenient for business men 
as it" Is not necessary to stop "to at- 
tach a stamp. All that is necessary ik 
t» direct the envelope, and the letter 
Is ready for posting. The government 
Is quite^ accommodating about these 
envelopes. It will print for anyone In 
lots of from 600 to 5,000, in the up- 
per left hand corner the name of the

There is a section of country near 


here that is known as "horse heaven."

taken rapidly. 


There is a great difference In the qual- 
ity of land here and a man wants to 
investigate before he invests. I have 
investigated some and have come to 
the conclusion that at first glance it 
seems that the prices of raw land are 
very high. That applies to persons who 
are unaccustomed to irrigating. The 
prices for raw land range from $50 
to $80 per acre. But when you take 
Into consideration that the perpetual 
water right hds cost $30 per acre and 
that $1 per acre per year is counted 
for repairs and that as a, result this 
land, otherwise worthless, will bring 
in from $50 to $80 per acre it does 
not seem exorbitant They can raise 
four crops of alfalfa a year here— 
about ten tons per acre Alfalfa is now 
worth $18 per ton here and Is hard to 
get at that price. The average price 
the last seven years has been $7.50 
per ton When you have your land seed- 
ed to alfalfa you can get two light 
cuttings the first year. After that no

But the modern tendency of 
wealthy people to provide extraordin- 
ary dinners for their friends Is toward 
gross extravagance rather than taste, 
nnd the chef who Invents a dish really 
too costly to be eaten takes a higher 
place than another who concocts 
an 


inexpensive dish, 
To such extremes 


has the desire to be extravagantly epi- 
curean gone that it Is now possible to 
order a dinner every mouthful of which 
would cost more than the majority of 
people spend In supporting themselves 
and families for a fortnight. 


A certain London restaurant can 


offer epicures one of tha most expen- 
sive dishes obtainable. It Is, of course, 
the invention of a famous chef, and has 
addeJ luster to his name. But tSe hun- 
gry clerk will be well advised not to 
order II, for it will not provide him 
with more than sufficient to whet hlu 
appetite and will cost him six weeks' 
salary, even if he has reached the ef- 
fluence <of £120 a year. 


The dish consists of the fat legs of 


four small birds, rare and expensive, 
no bigger than juvenile pigeons, In- 
closed in a quail, which is placed In a 
teal, itself wrapped Inside a capon. 
A 


goose, the fattest and te.ndere.st obtain- 
able, andxa fine turkey also play Im- 
portant parts In the preparation of this 
dish, but the four small legs' from the 
inslda' of the quail alone are served up, 
the other birds being employed to add 
their flavor to that of the four legs, In 
which duty they arc assisted by liberal 
basting with rare wines. 


This dish is said to be sufficiently 


delicious to soften 
the heart ot the 


most callous epicure, but, of course, the 
greatest thing In Us favor is Us pro- 
hibitive cost. 
Personally, we are In- 


clined to envy, the bulging-eyed pug 
which doubtless devours the incidental 
and "spoilt" capon, though we blush 
for our vulgar -taste. — Londpn Tld-Bits.

It seems that 
where leprosy prevails, as ln- Pales- 
tine, Norway, Nova Scotia and Ha- 
wa}l, flsh is- a large item of food. This 
does not mean that Ash, fresh or well 
cured, is unhealthy, nor that leprosy 
is not, In a 
way, contagious; but 


merely that fish badly cured Is a. dis- 
posing; cause of the disease. To be sure 
the theory has not yet become a matter 
of settled medical science, but it is 
one of those suggestions which have 
possible validity and which will be the 
occasion of a very careful investiga- 
tion, with the good hope that another 
dreaded disease will be first understood 
and then conquered and exterminated. 
That is what we have In a large 
nieaaure done with typhus fever and 
yellow fever,,and expect to do with 
malaria and'consumption.—-The Inde- 
pendent.

Normal, made a special and carefu 
examination of the fruit buds Frtda 
evening to see what damage had bee 
done by the freeze the night before, 
and he reported as follows; 


The strawberries that were In bloom 


were about all destroyed. Quite a 
proportion of the blooms are not yet 
developed, and these are all right, so 
we may have half a crop of strawber- 
ries yet. 


The cherries were badly hurt by the 


freeze, and had been injured previous- 
ly and it Is probable we will have one- 
fourth to one-third ot a crop. 


Of the plums, two-thirds of .the Ja- 


pan and European varieties and about 
half the American varieties are de- 
stroyed. 


The jiealrs have suffered badly and
